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Lower House 
Budget OK 

Held Certain 
On Saturday 


Lower House approval of the 
fiscal 1957 budget plan Saturday 
neared certainty as differences 
in views between the ruling Lib- 
eral-Democrats and the Opposi- 
tion Socialists were almost com- 
pletely ironed out Wednesday. 


Leaders of the two parties, 
who met in the Diet Building 
Wednesday night, included the 
secretaries-general and Diet 
Policy Committee chairmen. 


Tt. was also agreed at the 
meeting. that.the supplementary 
budget for fiscal 1956 will be 
passed by the Diet. 


However, no agreement was 
reached on the disposal of the 
deficit in the Food Control Spe- 
cial Account of the fiscal 1956 
budget, which constituted a 
bone of contention between the 
two. parties. | 

Nonetheless, it is firmly be- 
lieved that the next fiscal budget 


plan will be passed by the Low- 


er House Saturday unless the 
Socialists violate the agreement 
reached between the two parties 


Wednesday and resort to filibDus- 


tering. 

The budget plan is expected 
to be presented to the House 
of Councillors immediately fol- 
lowing Lower House approval, 
and obtain Diet approval by 
April 8 at the latest. 

Under the circumstances, the 
Government and the Liberal- 
Democratic Party believe it un- 
necessary to compile a stopgap 
budget for April. 

The meeting also agreed to 
leave the procedure for budget 
deliberations from Thursday up 
to a meeting of Budget Commit- 
scheduled for 
Thursday morning and to re- 
solve difference of views on un- 
settled problems case by case 


between leaders of the two 
parties. 
However, the Liberal-Demo- 


crats have no intention of chang- 
ing the established policy not to 
cover the deficit of about ¥16,- 
100. million in the Food Control 
Special Account by the supple- 
mentary budget for fiscal 1956. 
' ‘The Socialists attempted to 
have the Government promise 
not to increase the consumer 
price of rice during fiscal 1957 
in connection with the disposal 
of the deficit in the Food Con- 
trol Special Account, but their 
attempt failed. 

Under these circumstances, 
the Socialists decided to coun- 
ter the Government-blueprinted 
supplementary budget by pre- 
senting to the Diet their own 
budget plan compiled so as to 
cover this deficit. 


C-46 Safe Despite 


Crash Here: FEAF 


- The American-built C-46 
transport plane has a good safe- 
ty record in the United States 
Air Force, a Far East Air Force 
spokesman told The Japan 
Times Wednesday. 

The statement was made in 
connection with reports on 
growing suspicion that some 
basic structural defect exists in 
the C46 transports. The re- 
ports spread following the crash 
of a Japanese Air Self-Defense 
Force C-46 with 17 persons on 
board into a lagoon in Tottori 
Prefecture Monday. 

The spokesman said C-46 
transports operated by the 
FEAF in 1956 had an accident 
rate of only one for every 20, 
000 fiying hours. 

He said there was not a 
single fatality on C-46’s during 
1956 in more than 100,000 flying 
hours. 


Agency Officials Punished ° 

The Defense Agency Wednes- 
day announced disciplinary ac- 
tion against 47 officials respon- 
sible for “irregularities, inciud- 
ing purchase of parts for C-46 
transport planes not actuatly 
needed. 

The disciplinary actions were

WASHINGTON, March 6 
(INS)—The Senate approved 
Tuesday night by an overwheim- 
ing vote of 72 to 19 President 
Eisenhower's historic resolution 
declaring the U.S. is prepared 
to combat any Communist at- 
tack on the Middle East with 
American troops if necessary. 

Thirty Democrats and 42 Re- 
publicans voted for the measure 
while 16 Democrats and three 
Republicans voted against it. 
The GOP trio opposing the doc- 
trine were, Sens. William E. 
Jenner of . Indiana, George 
Malone of Nevada and Joseph 
R. MeCarthy of Wisconsin. 

The showdown came two 
months after Hisenhaower.told a 
joint session of Congress that 
the “best insurance” against a 
Communist attack on the Mid- 
die East would be a forewarn- 
ing that this country would help 
the victim. 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles later said he was “de- 
lighted”: that the Senate approv- 
ed the resolution by an “over- 
whelming bipartisan vote.” 

Dulles said it is now clear 
that the Congress has joined 
President Eisenhower to assure 
“the peoples of the free nations 
in the Middle East that the U.S. 
stands ready to join with them

to build up their strength and 
if need be to help them to 
defend their national integrity 
and independence against Com- 
-munist armed aggression,” 


The Senate action is a “major 
step” Dulles added, and should 
contribute greatly “to peace and 
security” in the area. He con- 
cluded: “It leaves no possibili- 
ty of miscalculation by potenti- 
al armed aggressors.” 


The resolution now goes back 

to the House which can agree 
on changes made by the Senate 
or send the document to a con- 
ference of the two chambers. 
The House passed the resolu- 
tion Jan. 30. 
. ‘The. two-part doctrine states 
that if the President decides it 
is necessary, the U.S. is prepar- 
ed to use armed forces:to assist 
a Middle East nation fight back 
a Communist attack if help is 
asked. 

The House approved the reso- 
lution exactly as submitted by 
the Administration, containing 
stronger language on the troop 
use provision. The House bill 
would “authorize” the President 
to commit American forces if 
necessary rather than merely 
declare the US. is “prepared” 
to do so in case of Red aggres- 
sion. 


Kishi Against 
Talks With 
Pyongyang 


Prime Minister Kishi declar- 
ed Wednesday he has no inten- 
tion of negotiating for the open- 
ing of diplomatic re:ations with 
North Korea now because such 
a move will hinder attempts 
currently under way to normal- 
ize relations with the Republic 
of Korea. 


Addressing the House of Rep- 
resentatives Budget Committee, 
Kishi also said the Government 
was trying to remedy the “lop- 
sided relations between Japan 
and South Korea.” — 


Kishi’s statements were made 
in reply to. Socialist Sadao- Fu- 
ruya who declared that Japan 
was now “almost subservient” 
to South Korea. 


“South Korea has a legally 
recognized diplomatic mission 
in Tokyo,” Furuya said. “But 
what has Japan got in the Re- 
public ot Korea? No mission, 
no firms, no freedom of travel 
or press coverage.” 


The Socialist then suggested 
that Japan open peace talks 
with North Korea in order to 
“keep Seuth Korea in line.” 


Kishi expressed the belief it 
would be unwise to carry out 
simultaneous peace talks with 
the “two Koreas.” But he pledg- 
ed utmost efforts to bring rela- 
tions between Japan and South 
Korea on an equal basis. 

Elsewhere, however, Prime 
Minister Kishi on the same day 
said that the Japan-ROK talks 
may be resumed mid-March or 
early April. 

The statement was made in 
reply to Komakichi Matsuoka, 
Socialist Representative and 
Chairman of the Socialist 
Party’s Japan-ROK Special Com- 
mittee, who visited Kishi in the 
Diet Building to seek the lat- 
ter’s view on the development 
of the talks between the two 
countries. 

Kishi further told Matsuoka 
that in negotiations so far, 
agreement was reached on vari- 
ous important issues including 
the mutual release of Japanese 
and Korean detainees, Japanese 
assets in South Korea, and the 
Rhee Line. He added that ROK 
Minister- Kim Yong Shik has 
obtained approval of ROK Pres- 
ident Syneman Rhee on these 
issues. 

The Prime Minister also said 
the ‘work on putting what has 
been agreed upon between the 
two parties into a statutory farm 
is under way and nearly com- 
leted.

Syria Gov't 
OK’s Repair 
Of Oil Pipes 


DAMASCUS, March 7 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The Syrian Government 
Wednesday gave permission for 
repair of the vital oil pipelines 
blown up during the Anglo 
French invasion of Egypt. 

This was the first break in 
the Arabs’ unofficial blockade of 
oil from the Persian Gulf to 
Europe, 

The Syrians had refused per- 
mission for the Iraq Petroleum 
Co., which operates the pipe- 
lines from f[raq to Lebanon to 
repair pumping stations blown 
up after the Suez intervention 
pending Jsraet!’s final withdraw- 
al. 

The other main westward 
route for Persian Gulf _oil—the 
Suez Canal—is still closed off 
and no official go-ahead has 
been given by Egypt for re- 
moval of the last two obstacles 
in the waterway. 

In London, a spokesman for 
Iraq Petroleum Company said 
oil can start moving through 
Syrian pipeline “within 
seven days of repair work be- 
ing started.” 


Plenty of Gasoline 
In U.K., Paper Says 


LONDON, March 6 (AP)—The 
Financial Times said Wednes- 
day that gasoline supplies in 
Britain were now so high that 
extra storage tanks had to be 
found to accommodate the bulg- 
ing stocks. 

The newspaper said its sur- 
vey showed that gasoline is com- 
ing into the country at over 90 
per cent of the- normal pre- 
Suez rate, but that the tightly 
rationed supplies are being us- 
ed up at only 60 to 65 per cent 
of normal. 

The newspaper said that even 
if everyone used all their ration 
coupons the rate of consumption 
would not exceed 75 per cent, 
but the Government is “unwill- 
ing to contemplate derationing 
until the normal flow of oil is 
restored,” 

“But the present rate of ac- 
cumulation of stocks is never- 
theless becoming an embarrass- 
ment,” the Financial Times said.

Weather Service Planned 


The Dai Nippon Fisheries As- 
sociation and Meteorological As- 
sociation are planning to initiate 
a weather service this year for 
fishing boats at sea to prevent 
disasters caused by sudden 
changes in weather. 

According to the Maritime 
Safety Agency, bad weather con- 
ditions, storms at sea, are res- 
ponsible for most disasters, a 
total of 3,500-3,600 ships being 
lost at sea in storms every year. 
Fishing boats account for 80 per 
cent of the losses. 

The two fisheries associations 
plan to chart weather data and 
beam these to the ships at sea 
four times a day through the 
Nippon Short Wave Broadcast-

ing Company. 

The data will be accompanied 
by an analysis of air masses, 
fronts and pressure distribution 
and will be arranged in such a 
manner that ships listening in 
may easily plot a. weather map. 

An extensive area will be 
covered by the weather service, 
from the Bering Sea in the 
north to Madagascar Strait in 
the west and the general fishing 
preserves in the south Pacific. 

The forecasts will also include 
coastal areas which will --be 
zoned into separate blocks for 
localized broadcasts. 

The service, which will cost 
between ¥6 million and ¥7 mil- 
lion a year, will be put into 
operation: about autumn this 
year at the latest.

‘Great Day in the 
Morning’ 


“Great Day in the Morning,” 
now playing at the Hibiya Thea- 
ter is a Tethnicolor-Superscope 
outdoor drama about Colorado 
before the Civil War. 


Rebel Robert Stack is out to 
make money and has neither 
time nor inclination for squab- 
bles, even big ones like the War 
Between the States. He's after 
gold but along the way he also 
manages to lay a claim on both 
Virginia Mayo and Ruth Ro- 
man, After taking care of bad- 
man Raymond Burr, however, 
he finds himself face to face 
with Yankee Alex Nicol. This 
eventually works out in one of 
those finishes where they all 
start off cross-country after the 
culprits. 

One of the most refreshing 
things about the film, however 
-—besides William Sneyder’s ex- 
cellent wide-open photography 
-—is that there are no culprits. 
The film grinds no axe for the 
Great Cause or any other and, 
though we leave the theater on 
the very eve of the Civil War, 
what went before has been 
handled in a satin aed non- 
partisan manner. ~ 

Holding all of this together 
in a very taut and professional 
manner is Director Jacques 
Tourneur, a man who has spent 
the last decade almost entirely 
immersed in cow-opera but who 
is still remembered for creating 
some of the best horrur films of 
the 1940's, in particular the ex- 
cellent “I walked with a Zom- 
‘Die” and that little masterpiece, 
“The Cat People.” 

It has been said that if a 
director can create a believable 
horror film he can do almost 
anything and that being the 
case it would be interesting to 
know how many good directors 
learned their craft via cobwebs 
and things that go boom in the 
dark. At RKO besides Tourneur 
there were Mark Robson and 
Robert Wise. Among the greats 
there were, outstandingly, Wil- 
liam Wyler and John Huston. 

At any rate, Tourneur knows 
the picture-making business ex- 
tremely well, as witness this 
picture. It is trim, unpretenti- 
ous, smooth entertainment 
and, given the ingredients, just 
imagine what it could have 
been.

‘Bundle of Joy’ 


“Bundle of Joy” (RKO), open- 
ing at Shochiku Central Satur- 
day, is a semi-musical comedy 
starring Eddie Fisher and his 
wife Debbie Reynolds. A re- 
make of “Bachelor Mother” 
which starred Ginger Rogers 
and David Niven in 1939, this 
one capitalizes on Eddie Fisher's 
boyish singing. 

As in the original it takes up 
the same comic angle in which 
a girl employee (Debbie Reyn- 
olds) of a department store finds 
herself in a curious predica- 
ment.

The sentimental story about 
a young mother supporting her 
baby affects the bachelor boss 
(Eddie Fisher).

The woman next door (Kinu- 
yo Tanaka) and the local teach- 
er (Yoshiko Kuga). realize the 
boy’s problems more than the 
parents do and both take care of 
him from time to time though 
they hesitate to interfere too 
much.

This is Gosho’s first color film 
and his use of the medium in- 
dicatés his peculiar excellence 
as a director. He never uses 
effects for their own sake, al- 
Ways seeking to incorporate 
them into the film and subordin- 
ate (them) to the whole. In 
1931 when Shochiku insisted 
that he direct the first major 
talkie, “Madamu to Nyobo” (The 
Neighbor’s.

Sweden finished the eight-na- 
tion round-robin competition 
with six victories and a tie for 
13 points. The Russians, pre- 
viously tied by Czechoslovakia, 
had 12 points and the Czechs 
took third with 11. 


The deadlocked match gave 
Sweden the two titles on a 
points basis, 


Czechoslovakia whipped Po- 
land 12-3 in its final game Tues- 
day. 

Finland defeated Japan 5.2 
and took fourth place . with 
eight points and East Germany, 
a 31 winner over Austria, 
placed fifth with six. Poland 
gained four points and Austria 
and Japan one each. 

The United States, Canada 
and other Western nations de- 
clined to play in the tournament 
this year in’ protest over Rus- 
sian military Intervention in 
Hungary. 

The final game was played in 
a snowstorm before 50,000 spec- 
tators in Lenin Stadium. The 
red-clad Soviet team was with- 
out the services of its captain, 
Vsevolo Bobrov, who was in- 


jured in the game against

However, in defense of the 
central bank, it could be said 
that the Treasury’s low. inter- 
est rate policy (as pegging of 
short-term Government bills) 
has hampered or restricted mar- 
ket operations, the highly com- 
petitive commercial bank loans 
have made ineffective the sup- 
ply-demand function of the 
money market, the lack of ade- 
quate and reliable business ana- 
lysis both short and jong run 
has shaken confidence in mon- 
etary policy, and the excessive- 
ly tight money market has 
made decisive action difficult, 


The immediate problem con- 
cerns the last factor caused by 
heavy withdrawals of funds by 
the Treasury due mostly to the 
big rise in tax receipts and swol- 
len imports, and heavy drains 
on bank credits to meet capital 
investment and current needs. 

The urgent question is, should 
the Bank of Japan release funds 
to fill in the credit vacuum by 
easing its money policy as by 
permitting banks to borrow 
more at lower rates of inter- 
est? And what effect will this 
have on the inflationary senti- 
!ment? 
That resort to some means to 
relieve the extra-tight money 
situation is agreed to by the 
money managers as may be 
judged by Government buying 
operations of commercial bank 
holdings of financial debentures 
with reserves of the Trust 
Fund Bureau. Moral suasion is 
being applied by the central 
bank to keep bank loans down. 
Capital accumulation ’*is also be- 
ing stressed. But, all these are 
proving too little and too slow. 

Consequently, the Bank of 
Japan is being pressed to ease 
its progressive interest rate for- 
mula, the tri-tiered rate system 
wherein higher rates are ap- 
plied on borrowings in excess 
of the basic credit line, the in- 
tention being to discourage (but 
not prohibit) excessive borrow- 
ings. By widening the range 
that banks may borrow at the 
lower rates, banks will be that 
much relieved of the interest 
burden. 

However, so as not to leave 
the impression that the Bank of 
Japan has gone in for “credit 
easing,” a slight raising of the 
discount rate is also being con- 
sidered. 

But a basic criticism of this 
move is that it is a step back- 
ward in central bank credit 
policy, and goes counter to the 
aim.of the last revision when 
it was intended to make the 
official discount rate the main 
instrument of credit control. 

Evidently, central bank 
authorities are not yet ready to 
discard the graduated rate sys- 
tem. At the same time they 
must admit that they are on the 
defensive as regards criticisms 
‘against their discount’ rate 
policy. In short, this has been 
the situation so far; the official 
discount rate has remained put 
when bank rates were dipping 
and when the Treasury short- 
term bill rate was cut, 

Now, bank rates have 
Stopped falling, but call loan 
rates (interbank) are upping at 
a steep pace.

There is much food for thought in the report of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's special citizen advisory committee on 
mutual security presented after five months’ study inyolv- 
ing visits to many countries in Asia and Europe. 

- Yast sums are being spent by the United States under 
the collective security system and from time to time it 
hes- been questioned whether this is either necessary or 


desirabie. 


Upon this vital question the report gives a very de- 


finite answer—it declares t 
must.continue to be spent 


t about $8,000 million a year 
‘for a very long time” if the 


long-range objectives of Communist China and the Soviet 


Union are to be countered.

recent cutbacks in planned West European contributions to 
the common defense are “disquieting,” and emphasizes that 
the United States is engaged in an unescapable struggle 
for existence, full acknowledgment is given to the economic 
needs of the Free World peoples as well as the necessity 


for military preparations. 


One recommendation to this end is for the development 
of a “common market” plan for Asia such as West Europe 
is now in process of creating and another is that the Amer- 
ican Government should increase incentives for private in- 


vesitment in Asia. 


But the most important recommendation of all from 
Janen’s point of view is that the contributions of other 
economically advanced nations should be actively sought 


to aid underdeveloped countries. 


This can be regarded as 


an-endorsement of this country’s technical aid efforts in 
that direction and also of the Colombo Plan. 

Prime Minister Kishi, in his speech before the Dict at 
the end of February, emphasized Japan’s international role 
and it is hoped that he will be able to formulate con- 
crété proposals for extending action by this country as a 
Free World partner contributing to Asia’s economic deve!op- 
ment, while cooperating closely with the United States. 

It perhaps needs t6 be pointed out that the Asian na- 
tions feel considerably less interest in the ideological con- 
flict between the Communist bloc and the free nations than 


in their own economic position. 


They have no sort of 


predilection for Communist beliefs and methods and if they 


can attain good standards of 


livelihood for their peoples,

‘The Magsaysay Story’ 


3 Biography of Philippine Leader Shows His Many Remarkable Traits — 


This November the Republic 


of the Philippines will hold a 
presidential election. Running

Ramon Magsaysay, who 
was swept into office with the 
largest plurality in Philippine 
presidential elections. 

Magsaysay is expected to win 
again by a landslide. That is 
the prediction of all political ob- 
servers both native and foreign. 
In the nearly four years that 
bh. has been in Malacanang 
Palace (characteristic of Mag- 
saysay, one of the first things 
he did upon taking office was 
to spell the P.I. “White House” 
as Malacanang, in the. native 
Tagalog instead of the hitherto 
Malacanan), he has increased 
his popularity with the people 
ever more. 

What manner of man is the 
President of the Philippine Re- 
public, a nation fiercely demo- 
cratic, a member of SEATO, 
who is a hero and a savior alike 
to his countrymen and under 
whose administration Japan 
and the Philippines finally suc- 
ceeded in signing a peace trea- 
ty and a reparations agree- 
ment? : 

_ «Warm Story 

The John Day Company, New 
York, has published ~ (1956) a 
biography of Magsaysay, titled 
“The Magsaysay Story.” Writ 
ten by Carlos P. Romulo, per- 
manent P.I. delegate to the 
United Nations, and Marvin M, 
Gray, former American news- 
paperman in Manila, the 316- 
page book tells why Magsaysay 
is endeared by the people, in 
a good, warm and human story 
of Magsaysay who is still a 
young 49 years of age. 

Three qualities stand out in 
Magsaysay, one gets the impres- 
sion after finishing his _ bio- 
graphy. They are his innate 
honesty, courage and a sense of 


‘ oyalty. 


Very quickly authors Romulo 
and Gray point out the first of 
these three virtues in Mag- 
saysay. While still in short 
pants, Magsaysay had to learn 
the violin. One day he put red 
pepper in the betel nut mixture 
of his music teacher. When she 
tasted it she nearly exploded. 
Faced by the angry teacher the 


young Magsaysay did not try to. 


lie, “I~ did it,” he told his 
teacher. 
Customary Cut 

Later as a grown-up, Mag- 
saysay was to exhibit the same 
quality. While he was Defense 
Secretary, a friend had to have 
Magsaysay’s signature for per- 
mit to salvage a sunken Japa- 
nese submarine. There was 
nothing wrong with the docu- 
ments, Magsaysay saw, upon 
reading them. The friend casual- 
ly mentioned that there was the 
customary cut for Magsaysay in 
the salvage contract. Magsay- 


say, whose schoolteacher father | 


flunked the son of the local 
superientendent rather than 
pass the boy and got discharged 
for it, promptly changed his 
mind about signing. He told 
his friend that though they were 
longtime friends he could not 
approve the permit now that his 
friend had offered the monetary 
present. 

Magsaysay hates any form of 
gambling, which to him is the 
very antithesis of henesty. The 
general in charge of the P.I. 
Constabulary held nightly mah- 
jong parties, Newly-installed 
Defense Secretary Magsaysay 
was in the midst of a campaign 
to weed out corruption and un- 
disciplined conduct rife in the 
military. Magsaysay demanded 
of President Quirino that the 
mahjong loving general be stop- 
ped from his favorite pastime. 
The President resisted, saying 
the general was one of his best 
cronies, Said the younger Mag- 
saysay: “It’s either him or me.” 
Quirino chose Magsaysay. 

Guerrilla Leader 

Magsaysay was a wartime 
guerrilla leader in the resist- 
ance movement. The Japanese 
Occupation offered an award of 
100,000 pesos for the head of 
Magsaysay, dead or alive. When

Padilla Case

Padil- 
la’s dying words to his mother 
were: “Tell Magsaysay.” 

The instant Magsaysay in Ma- 
nila got word of the murder, 
he flew to Negros. Magsaysay 
vowed to -Padilla’s mother that 


he would see justice done by 


her son, He brought Padilla’s 
body to Manila, and he demand- 
ed a fair trial of the Governor. 
But President Quirino did not 


wish it, for the Governor had 
delivered many votes in the 
presidential vote. Magsaysay 
argued with Quirino for six 
days, at the end of which the 
President agreed to the trial. 
The Governor and several 
others were sentenced to death 
by the court. He is in prison 
now awaiting the result of his 


appeal. 
Household Word 


The Padilla murder case and 
the trial shot Magsaysay into 
even greater national -promi- 
nence. In a nation whose chief 
pestilence was corruption in 
government, his name became 
a household word standing for 
honesty and fearlessness, 


There is still another quality 
about the Chief Executive of 
the Philippines that makes him 
outstanding, That is his zest for 


work...his boundless energy. , 


No one who has come across 
Magsaysay fails to notice this. 
Magsaysay works around the 
clock, and instances abound in 
the book where harried aides 
grumble about having to keep 
up with the unceasing pursuits 
of*their President. : 

But Magsaysay can relax, too. 
He is. well-known practical 
joker. It would be remiss in 
any evaluation of Magsaysay if 
his “easy-going” side is not 
pictured.

Malaya Watches Indonesia

SINGAPORE—A Communist 
dominated government in Indo- 
nesia will have a serious impact 
on neighboring Singapore and 
Malaya, is the concensus of ob- 
servers in this British colony. 


Developments taking shape in 
Jakarta following the revolts 
in Sumatra and the Celebes are 
being watched closely and with 
concern by traders, government 
officials and the man in the 
street here. 


Everyone realized that the 

fate of Malaya and Singapore 
will in more ways than one de- 
pend on the type of government 
in power in Indonesia, 
The Indonesian Government 
will be wielding a strong influ- 
ence on an independent Singa- 
pore and Malaya for several 
reasons, they say: 

Singapore, an entreport, de- 
pends heavily on. trade with 
Indonesia. 

Indonesia, a:senior member of 
the Afro-Asian group, will be 
able to influence an independent 
Malaya’s foreign policy, 

There are thousands of Indo- 
nesian nationals residing -in 


Malaya and many more thou- 
‘sands who are first -and second 


generation descendants of Indo- 
nesian forebears. fe 


Malayans and Indonesians 
come from the same steck and 
already Malayan officials are 
seeking help from their brothers 
across the straits in their efforts 
to Malayanize the language and 
culture of the country, 


Malayan Education Minister 
Dato Abdul Razak had sought 
the help of Indonesian educators 
in the Government's effort to 
make Malay the national lan- 
guage of the country soon to ac- 
quire independence. 7 

The Indonesian Government 
has also donated a considerable 
number of books for the pur- 
pose of making Malay the na- 
tional language of an independ- 
ent Malaya. 

Despite restriction imposed 


| by the Indonesian Government, 


trade between Indonesia and 
Singapore and Malaya continues 
to be heavy. 

While Singapore and Malaya 
supply textiles and consumer 
goods to Indonesia, they get 
Indonesian rubber and pepper 
in return. In this twoway 
trade, however, Singapore and 
Malaya will depend more on 
Indonesia than vice versa, 

On several ‘occasions the 
Indonesian Government has 
shown that it could get by with- 
out buying. from its neighbors. 
Indonesia is now buyjpg fair- 
ly large quantiti®s of "its re- 
quirements from producing 
countries like Germany,*Japan, 
Hongkong and the Kast Euro- 
pean Communist states: 

The Indonesians have also 
shown they can get by without 
having to sell their rubber to 
Singapore and Malaya. Indo- 
nesian rubber is being shipped 
direct to Communist countries 
including Russia and China and 
small quantities to the United 
States, 

Singapore, which lives or dies 
by trade, looks upon Indonesia 
as its life blood. Two years ago 
when the Indonesian Govern- 
ment imposed rigid restrictions 
against importation of textiles 
fromm Singapore, several big. tex- 
tile import-exporters went out 
of business. When the Indo- 
nesians refused to sell raw rub- 
ber. to Singapore, several rub- 
ber mills were closed down. 

A Communist government in 
Indonesia will be able to influ- 
ence Singapore and Malaya 
through trade if not dictate 


e, 


terms openly, observers here 
say. 

A Communist Government in 
Indonesia is also likely to affect 
the eight-and-a- half-year-old 
guerrilla war waged by 
Malayan Communist Party. 

It can influence the Maiayan 
Government to conclude a nego- 
tiated truce with the Commu- 
nist terrorists and probably 
persuade the latter to give 
recognition to the Malayan 
Communist Party. 

Only a handful of Indo- 
nesians, however, are attached 
to the Malayan Communist 
campaign of terror. The Mala- 
yan Communist Party was able 
to recruit easily from among 
the Chinese youth in Malaya to 
replace its losses. 

It is unlikely that it may call 
upon the Indonesian Commu- 
nist Party to send guerrillas 
across the Straits of Malacca to 
reinforce its militant force 
estimated at about 2,000, 

At least two political parties 
in Malaya today have leaders 
who are sympathetic toward 


Indonesia. The leaders of the 
Partai Raayat and the Pan 
Malayan Islamic Parties are 


both of Indonesian parentage. 

President of the Partai 
Raayat, Inche A, Boestaman, 
told the United Press last week 
that “if opportunities and cir- 
cumstances permit” there was 
no reason why Indonesia, 
Borneo and Malaya should not 
merge into a federation in the 
future.

Taue-Matsuri 


Ancient tradition has it that 
the Sun Goddess Amaterasu- 
omikami gave rice seeds to Nini- 
gino-mikoto and taught him how 
to grow rice. Thereupon des- 
cending to Takachiho Mountain 
in Kyushu, Ninigino-mikoto in- 
troduced rice cultivation to the 
country. 

This tradition is expressed in 
the taue-matsuri or rice plant- 
ing festival of Kirishima Shrine, 
Kagoshima, which is held on 
March 8, Young men of the 
village dressed in ancient cos- 
tumes as old men and old wom- 
en plant rice+as they chant the 
ritual song. They represent the 
farmers, and the rite is to re- 
port to Ninigino-mikoto that all 
the farmers are cultivating rice 
as the heavenly deity had orig- 
inally taught them, 

The music and dance of rice 
planting: then follow. Farmers 
throughout the province bring. 
offerings to Ninigino-mikoto to 
express their gratitude for 
teaching them rice cultivation 
and bringing good harvests, 

The Yahikoyama Shrine, at 
Soeda, Fukuoka Prefecture, has 
its taue-matsuri on March 15. 
Here the rite is somewhat dif- 
ferent, Eight young girls, 
dressed in rice planting cos- 
tumes, dance forming a circle, 
to music by village musicians. 

The  rice-planting festival, 
particularly in appreciation of 
the goodness of Ninigino- 
mikoto in bringing rice as food 
to the people, is held at many 
places in Kyushu, because it is 
believed that the heavenly an- 
cestors of the Japanese first 
came to Takachiho Mountain in 
Kyushu, 

Of course, the actual rice- 
planting in June or July has 
various rites, different accord- 
ing to districts. Then again on 
Jan. 15, many farmers still hold 
a rice-planting rite in prayer 
for a good harvest in the au- 
tumn. No actual planting is 
done but they go through the 
act of planting. In some north- 
ern regions they plant pine 
needles on the snow covered 
ground,

in Ghana 


From a Missionary Start in 1876

The real foundations of edu- 
cation, in the. land which be 
came Ghana on March 6, were 
laid by the Christian. mission- 
aries in the 19th century. The 
Basel mission especially did ex- 
cellent work in establishing 
primary boarding schools with 
a tradition of sound technical 
as well as bookist. education. 


The first secondary school was 
founded by the Methodist mis- 
sion in 1876, and 65 ‘children 
were receiving secondary edu- 
cation in 1902. The Gold Coast 
Government passed its first 
Education Ordinance in 1882, 
established its department of 
education in 1890, built its first 
Government primary schools in 
1900, and in 1909 established 
the first technical school and 
the first training college for tea- 
chers, 


At the beginning of this cen- 
tury there were about 15,000 
children attending school, and 
by the end of the first World 
War the number had risen to 
about 35,000, 


» Education, like so much else 
in the Gold Coast, owes a great 
deal to Sir Gordon Guggisberg, 
Governor from 1919 to 1927. 
His Education Ordinance of 1925 
was designed to raise the effi- 
ciency of the mission schools. 
All « salified teachers were reg- 
istered, and no unregistered 
teacher was allowed to teach. 
The Board of Education was 
empowered to fix minimum sal- 
ary rates for teachers, and it 
laid down schedules of class- 
room space, attendance, tea- 
chers’ qualifications, curriculum 
and so forth which would 
qualify a school for Government 
assistance, 


The Ordinance was very suc- 
cessful in bringing about a ra- 
pid increase in the numbers of 
mission schools attaining the 
prescribed standards of effici- 
ency. Within four years, Gov- 
ernment recurrent’ expenditure 
on education jumped from four 
to 10 per cent of ‘its total re- 
current expenditure. 


There was no great corre- 
sponding increase in the enrol- 
ment. Between 1925 and 1935 
the enrolment remained fairly 
steady at about 50,000. This en- 
abled the quality of the primary 
schools to rise very much; the 
original government teacher 
training college was supplement- 
ed by several denominational 
training colleges. 


Guggisberg’s other main 
achievement in education was 
the founding of Achimota Col- 
lege. By this time the Gold 
Coast had several secondary 
schools, but all of them were 
short of money and were conse- 
quently inadequately staffed and 
equipped. Guggisberg planned 
something more ambitious. 
Though a government college, 
Achimota—founded in 1924— 
was to be Christian in spirit. It 
was independent of the Govern- 
ment’s Education Department: 
the principal selected his own 
staff instead of having them 
selected for him by the Colonial 
Office: the college was coeduca- 
tional and entirely residential: 
and it had infant and primary 
departments as well as secon- 
dary. 

By 1939 Achimota had 750 
pupils and a staff of 60 gradu- 
ates; it took its students as far 
as’ London Intermediate Arts 
and Science, and gavé full Lon- 
don degree courses in civil and 
mechanical engineering. 

By the beginning of the sec- 
ond World War there were 
about 3,000 pupils receiving 
post-primary education, includ- 
ing students in teacher training 
colleges. After 1935 there began 
the inevitable expansion in the 
demand for education; the 
school population’ rose from 
50,000 in 1935 to 180,000 in 1945 
and over 300,000 in 1951, In 
that year, Kojo Botsio, Minister 
for Education in Dr. Nkrumah’s 
new Government, introduced a 
plan for making primary educa- 
tion free and compulsory. The 
plan is now being progressively 
carried out; it has involved the 
provision of many new teacher 
training colleges and a large 
scheme of emergency in-service 
training. School attendance 
rose from over 300,000 in 1951 
to over 500,000 in 1955. 

In 1948 the university college 


of the Gold Coast. was opened, 
and three years later a sister 
institution was founded, the 
Kumasi College of Technology, 
Both institutions were establish- 
ed with the assistance of grants 
made under the Colonial Devel- 
opment and Welfare Acts, but 


the greatest part of the cost was > 


provided from Gold Coast funds. 

The university college has 
been admitted into a’ special 
relationship with London Uni- 
versity: its students sit for Lon- 
don degrees, but its syllabuses 
are laid down and its examina- 
tions conducted by staff in Lon- 


don and in the Gold Coast act-- 


ing together. This arrangement 
ensures that academic standards 


are maintained but that sylla- - 


buses are adapted to local needs, 

The problem of adapting syl- 
labuses to local needs affects the 
secondary schools also. It. is 
a simple matter to use African 
plants and animals in biology, 
less simple to work out satis- 
factory syllabuses in African 
languages, history; and arts, and 
to adapt the -whole curriculum 
to the needs of an African nation. 

Since external examinations 
have such an influence on the 
work in the secondary schools, 
a joint scheme has been set up 
to supervise the examinations. 
The Gold Coast is a member of 
the West African Schools Ex 
amination Council, on which 
African representatives sit with 
colleagues from London . and 
Cambridge to adapt the School 
Certificate and General Certifi- 
cate of Education examinations 
to local needs without lowering 
their academic standards. 


In 1955 there were nearly 8,- . 


000 pupils in secondary schools, 


and there is a flourishing adult ~ 


education movement, run by the 
People’s Education Associatiofi 
and the extra-mural department 
of the university college, 


Confused S.E. Asia 


LONDON, (UP)—The conser. 
vative Daily Telegraph, in an 
editorial on Southeast Asia, said 
the prospect in that area today 
seems confusing, unhappy. and 
badly in need of internal sta- 
bility. 


“A state of emergency has : 


followed elections in Siam. In 
Burma an insurrection of nine 
years’ duration still saps the 
economic and political life of 
the country. Malaya will step 
into independence still handi- 
capped by the halter of an 
emergency while in Indonesia 
political confusion is added to 
chronic lawlessness,” the editor 
ial said, 

The problem is, the editorial 
continued, for each independent 
country to find its own method 
of becoming a viable state 
through the process of peace. 
ful democracy. 

“But this will not be for 
Indonesia with its political and 
regional jealousies or for Malaya 
with the great task of forging 
some unity between Malays and 
Chinese almost in equally bal 
anced numbers,” the Daily Tele- 
graph said. 

The confusion in Southeast 
Asia, the daily telegraph said, 
was the aftermath of independ- 
ence and the return of old Asian 
influences in an area where 
there is a continuing Western 
influence. 

“Strategically Western  in- 
fluence is exerted.through the 
Southeast Asia Treaty and for 
Britain Singapore remains im- 
portant but economic aid and 
the general political influence of 
the West are perhaps better 
detached from SEATO which 
has wva littie support in«the 
area,” it saia 

Indian leadership appeals to 
the people and the neuwutralist 
outlook outweighs any reli- 
gious ties felt by Moslem Indo- 
nesia, the editorial continued. 

“China is even newer and 
more fashionable than India 
though less a direct influence... 
China is more readily feared 
with tarze Chinese communities 
on the sruct though the prin- 
ciples ui coexistence may suffice 
for ine time being. But ‘each 
year tie Japanese role is grow+ 
ing and the importance of eco-
